Cervera's fleet, consistlxts of th« armor- 
•d cruisers Cristobal Colon, Almlrante 
OquMida, Iafant% Sf^ift Tarepa and 
^k^jm and two torpedo-boat destroy- 
•n, tke Furor and the Pluton, which 
had been held la the harbor of Santi 
a^ de Cuba for six weeks past by (he 
CMBbined squadrons of Rear Admiral 
Sanpaon and Commodore Sebley, lies 
at the bottom of tho Caribbean Mi^ off 
the, southern coast of Cuba. 

The Spanish admiral is a prisoner on 
the aozUiary gunboat Oloucester (for 
■erly Mr. n.fptML Morcan's yacht 
Corsair), and 1,000 to 1.600 other Span- 
ish officers and sailors — aJl who eg- 
cBped iho frl^tful carnage caused by 
thA e^Ia from the A^Mti^ war- 
ijBpe ' are held as prlsoibeni of war by 
tiie United States navy.

The Anyericans saw lilni the moment 
he left the harbor and commencd tbeir 
W0i;k of destruction immediately. For 
an hour or two they followed- the flying 
Spaniards to the westward along the 
shore line, sending shot after shot into 
their biasing hulls, tearing great holu 
iB their steel sides and covering their 
deehs with the blood of tho killed and 
wounded 

At no time did the Spaniards show 
any indication that they intended to do 
•therwtso than flght to the last They 
shewed bo signals to sarrender even 

when their ships commenced to sink 
Oiid th£ great clouds of smoke pouring 
from their sides showed they were on 
fire, Bi^^ they turned their heads to- 
wards ih» shore, lees than a mile &way 
and n^n theas on the beach and rockR 
wkre their destruction was soon com 
pleted. 

The offlkers and men on board then 
•scaped iib the shore as well as they 

could, with the assistance of boats sent 
from the. American men-ofowar, and

The Cristobal Colon waa the faster 
Of the Spanish ships and if^e goon ob- 
tmed' ar'liMd over tJlA' others after 
leaving the harbor aind eecaped the 
effect of the shots w.hlch destroyed tlfe 
other vemels. 

She steamed ^way at great speed 
WiOl the Oreapn. New York, Brooklyn 
and several' eUier ships In pursuit, all 
of them firing at her eonsUntly and 
receiving fire themselves from her 
after guns. She was beached about 15 
miles from Santlsgo. 

There is no means of telling now 
what the Spanish loss was. but It Is 
believed to have been very heavy, /a 
the prisoners In custody report their 
decks' strewn with dead and wounded 
In great numbers, and hssides there is 
a statement, that many bodies could be 
seen fattened to the plrfos of wreck- 
age floating in the sea after the flglit 
was over. 

There can be no doubt that Admiral 
Cervera's plan to escape from Santiago 
harbor was entirely unexpected by Ad- 
miral Sampson, and the best evidence 
of this Is the fact that when the Span- 
ish vessels were seen coming out of 
the harbor, the flagship New York was 
seven mllefi away steaming to the east- 
ward toward Juragua, the military 
bgae. nlpe. miles east ot Morra

A Bridge Collapiee. 

Shelby, O., July 6.— A bridge cross- 
ing the Mohican river here fell Mon- 
day afternoon with 1,000 people. Four 
were killed outiight and a hundred in- 
jured, some of them seriously.

. the tiding! of American freedom. 

It was day when one momentous 
cvf nt followed another In tonytant and 
rapid succession, each hour bringing 
forth some new leftture more gtartllng 
thpa what bad gone before The 
climax came at 1 o'clock, when amid 
til/l wildf'st clipprlrig, wh!( h fairly 
■)u>ok the great war, state and navy 
building to its foundation, Admiral 
Sampaon'i dispatch aanouncing his 
g(lorloufl victory and the entire de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet, wh given 
to the public. 

The changed naval situation will 
bring no abatement in the activity of 
tlie authorities here In carrying the 
war directly home to Spain. 

There is renewed dtermination to get 
Commander Watson's eastern squadron 
aijray at the earliest moment, for the 
ogtable purpose of striking a blow at 
ttis coast towns of Spain and nf pur- 
•iiiac Admiral Camara's fleet, which 
ly» halM U tba entranea of tba 8n«t 
afifial. 

Baoretary Long made the official 
atetement that the flort would pall at 
tnie earlieiit possible moment, and al- 
though he did not go into details ai 
to its purpose, it is. well understood 
tlkat it, will devote its attention to the 
llfaBlsb coast and to Camara. 
^'Tbe destruction of the Spanish fleet 
at Santiago relieves Admiral Sampson 
fro^. surveillance of thlB^aipiadrpn, and 
l^e can readily spare the "ships intended 
for the attack on the Spanish r(?asf. 

The release of Ffobson. and the other 
heroes of the Merrimac incident Is 
likely to be another result of the events 
trwepiring.
